TO ADVISE CHINA. 


LEAGUE: OFFICIAL 
IN HONGKONG. 


QUESTIONS IN HOUSE OF 
_ COMMONS. 


REHABILITATION AID. 


London, Feb, 22. 

The possibility of ' British 
financial assistance to China 
was the subject of questions by 
Mr. G. H. Shakespeare, the 
Liberal member for Norwich, in 
the House of Commons to-day. 

He asked whether Me Arthur 
Henderson, was in consultation 
with the Powery concerned with a 
vlew to supporting by economic 
and other finanelal means, the 
National Government of China in 
connexion with the restoration of 
ita internal and external trade. 

Mr. Hugh Dalton, the Under- 
Secretary for Foreign Affairs, 
replied in the negative. He add- 
ed that His Mnajesty’s  Govern- 
ment had been encouraged by the 
evidence of an increased state ‘of 
tranquility and increased control 


by the Nationalist Government 
over large areas of the country. 


Britinh Encouragement, 


His Majesty's Government hoped 
to encourage this by the provisions 
revently passed in’ the China 
Indemnity Dill. . 

Replying to a supplementary 
question regarding the visit of Sir 
Jamey Arthur Salter (who arrived 
in Hongkong to-day qbonrd the 
Pound O. s.8. Rawalpindi) to 
China, Mr, Dalton said that Sir 
Arthor was making his visit on 
behalf of the League of Nations at 
the invitation of the Nationalist 
Government. “He wag uot repre- 
senting any’ particular country. 

Mr. Cazalet asked whether the 
quistion was bound up with silver, 
hut Mr. Dalton did not reply.

Sir James Arthur Salter is the 
Director of the Economic and 
Finance Section of the League of 
Nations and is on his way to 
Nanking to advise the Nanking 
Government on economic matters. 
He was British Secretary of the 
Supreme Economie Council in 
1919. He took’ up’ his present 
appointment with the League. in 
1922 and has served in that 
ehpacity for more than. elght

LOGICAL SEQUENCE._ 


London, Feb. 25. 

The proposed accession of 
the Government of the United 
Kingdom to the General Act of 
1928, as “approved «by the 
League of Nations for the paci- 
fie settlement of all interna- 
tional disputes, is the subject of 
& momorandum issued in the 


form of a White Paper to-night 
by Mr. Arthur Henderson, thg 
Foreign Secretary, 

The memorandum recalls that 


the ratification of the Optional 
Clause was regarded f8 “an 


essential part of an effort serious- 
ly te implement the undertaking 
of the pact of peace and in crent- 
ing effective safeguards against 
War before its realities are for- 
gotten,” 

The Optional Clause, however, 
related only to justiciable — dig- 
putes, and Jt was to cover the field 
of non-juaticinble disputes, 40 that 
all intentional disputes, of what- 
ever character, shoulit be capable 
of n pacific solution, that in 1928 
the League Assembly produced the 
so-called General Act. 


All-in Arbitration.”

Commonwealth, all of which dis- 
putes shall be settled in such 
manner as the pertios have agreed 
or shall agree; 

fourthly, disputes concerning 
questions which by International 
Law are solely within the domes- 
tic juviadiction of the States; and, 

-fillniy, disputes with any party 
to the General Act who, {8 not’ a 
member of the League.

Court yesterdny afternoon, — te 
murk the orennion of his retire- 
ment from the position of Revla- 
trar, The presentation was made 
by the Acting Chief Justice (Mr. 
Justice Wood) in the presenee of

The Chief Juntice prefaced his 
remarks by welcoming the Attor- 
ney General, the Hon. Mr. C, G. 
Alabaster, as his firat appearance 
aince his appointment was con- 
firmed.

In conclusion, Mr. Alnbaster 
Mr. Melbourne ‘God 
Speed” and expressed the hope 
that he would aceept the asalver 
aaa token of their appreciation 
and affection. 


A Sincere Friend. 


Speaking on behalf of the Law 
Society, Mr. Hall Brutton endors- 
ed all that had been said and add- 
ed that they felt they were losine 
a sincere friend.

IN COURT. 


FOUR MEN & WOMAN FACE 
SERIOUS CHARGES. 


-A smart plece of work on the 
part of n Chinese detective in 
following up a casual remark, led 
to -the nrrest of an alleged pang 
of robbers, who were yesterday 
aceused, before Mr. Hamilton, at 
the Kowlodn Magiatracy, of par- 
tleipation in an nrmed robbery 
at 20, Cheung On Street, Kowloon 
City, on the night of February 9, 
when money and jewellery to tha 
value -of about $190 were stalen. 


Detective Inapector C. P. Fallon 
charged five persons; including a 
womnn, In connexion with - the 
affair, two of the defendants be- 
ing alleged receivers of stolen 
property. In explaining the fnets 
of the case to hia Worship the 
Prosecutor anid that the second 
floor of 20, Choung On Strevt was 
occupied by a womun named 
Chung Lnai-king and two female 
relatives and her smal! daughter 
aged seven years. : 


On February 6 the first defen- 
dant, together with another man, 
visited the-floor on the pretence 
of having been sent by a friend 
in Canton to deliver some goods, 
Two days later the first accused 
was anid to have paid another 
visit to the house with some Chin- 
ese calendara from the same 
source. 


On the evening of February 9, 
it was alleged that the first de- 
fendant and two others went to 
the floor an the same 
When they were admitted t 
held up the three women 
stole valuables to the amount of 
about $190. Later the alarm wos 
raised and Suab-Enapector Elston 
arrived on the scene. He found 
two knives which had been dis- 
enrded by the men, 


The following day oa Chinese 
detective, in company with one of 
the women of the floor, was watel- 
ings the Canton boats when the 
woman pointed out a hawker. 
whom she said was the brother 
of the fourth defendant whan 
she had seen jn Kowloon City 
on the night of the robbery. The 
detective became suspicious and 
made enquiries, as a result ef 
which a party of Police went to 
Lockhart Road where they found 
the fourth acfendant in th: cock- 
Joft. A wrist watch which thé 
defendant claimed was also found, 
but later ond of the women, who 
wag with the Police, said that the 
wrist wateh had been stolen from 
her house. 

The secon and third defen- 
dants later appeared at the house 
in Lockhart Road and were im- 
mediately pointed out as having 
been concerned in the robbery. 
The following day ‘the woman 
pointed olit the first defendant at 
72, Hollywood Road, where the 
Police carried out another raid. 
“The fifth defendant, the wo- 
man, was the mother of the first 
and when the ‘Police were jn 72, 
Hollyweod Road, she was séen to 
take a pawn ticket and give [t to 
the first, remarking that jt be- 
longed to him. The ticket ‘related 
to part of the stolen property:

An Exchange Problem. 


Tho, impending departure for 
Hongkong of ‘’n- independent cur- 
rency commission has revived the 
stabilisation controversy. The 
main fact that ‘has emerged is

Hongkong on a gold basia until 
Chinn has given the lead in this 
direction.

betrothed to the Dauphin. 

No milk is mentioned in the day’s 
dietary, but the six Royal children 
(including three futuro Kings of 
France) had 25 pints of red wine 
26 pints of white wine; 4 further 
26 pints of a cheaper red wine for 
thelr attendants of gentle birth; 
and 35 pints of cheap claret for 
their staff. The day's account 
shows also that no fower than 76 
dozen loaves were paid for. 

The day waa one of abstinence. 
Meat was banned, but there were 
pike, roach, carp, gudgeon, craw- 
fish, a sea turtlo, oysters, soles, cod, 
white and red herrings—and, 
strangely enough, four vipers, The 
total bill for this was £149-1s, 5d.

MEN OF THE WORLI. 


“Sometimes I get a fellow who is 
bursting with brains when I would 
ruther get a man who had passed 
a Httle lower In the written ox- 
nminstlons and had higher figures 
for the personality test.” 


This statement was made - by 
Sir Samuel Wilson, Permunent 
Wndet-Scerctary of Stutu for the 
Colonies, when giving evidence be- 
fore the Royal Commission on the 
Givil Service ‘at the House ov 
Lerds. . 


Str Samuel, who was- referring 
to the entrance examinations to 
the Civil Sérvice, added that he 
attached great importance to per- 
sonal interviews with: candidates. 

Asa rule, he-sald, the examinn- 
tions produced a very suitable 
type’ of man for the administra- 
tive services. Sometimes, how- 
evor, they got young men from the 
Universities who thought they 
knew better than anyone else. 
Those with personality were not 
like that. 


Women Candidates. 


He did not regard women 4a 
sultnble for the administrative 
stall of the Colonial Office. He 
attached great importance to the 
system of tours abroad and the 
frequant interchange of officors 
within the various departments of 
the Office itaclf. 


Lord Tomlin (the Chairman) — 
If n woman is sent to you, do yo'l 
think you could frighten her olf? 

Sir Samucl—I should have no 


means of doing so, but perhaps I 


could do it by sending her to the 
Gold coast for a two years’ tour to 
service. (Laughter.) 


Later Sir Samuel anid: “L-would 
like to make Civil Servants more 
men of the world than they are us 
a rule, They are wonderful men
